Letter from William Creek. 



[From our own Correspondent J 



William Creek, Au<r., 15th, 1867. 
Editoiis Colonist : — Tho uufurturmio man 
liarry, wlio waa convicleii of the murder ol 
C. B, Blessing near Beaver Pass, and the 
Indian who killed Morgan a few miles from 
Soda Creek, have Buffered the extreme pen- 
alty of the law. A few minutes bolore sis 
o'clock on the morning of the 9lh iust, they 
were led from the jail, by Mr. Lee tho De- 
perty Sheriff, and Chief Constable Fitzgerald 
and hie aids. A large crowd ol tho curious 
were in attendunce long beforo tho time 
appoiuted to witness tho execution, and 
various wero the speculations indulged in as 
to tho guilt or innocence of tho man Barry ; 
many of those who believed him guilty during 
tne trial, expressing now their strong belief 
that the evidenco was insufficient to hang 
him. The ecaflold B as erected in front of the 
main enlranoo to tho Court house, and 
everything was in perfect readiness when 
tho prisoners ascended to ihe platform. 
Barry appeared perfectly reconciled to hia 
fate, and whatever may luve beon tho crimes 
of the man, low indeod denied him their 
sympathy in those his last trying moments, 
lie had been unwell for some time previous 
to the execution, and it is tha opinion of 
many that had tho death warrant remained 
another week in the hands of the Governor, 
stem justice would have been cheated uf a 
victim, and the " peaceful law abiding cit- 
izens of Cariboo" preserved from witnessing 
fo sad a spectacle. He looked the shadow 
of what ho had been but one short month 
before, arid indeed I question the necessity, 
or even propriety of hanging a man in his 
feeble condition. He spoke nnt a word, and 
many were disappointed, for they came to 
witness the sight with ilie beliel that 
he would make a confession, fie met 
hii fate liko. a bravo man und Christian 
without the slightest intention to ap- 
pear so, and I believe Ihe only request 
he made was that the cap should Le well 
drawn over bis eyes. The Indian acted the 
savage to the last, curs ng tho Bostons on the 
scaffold just before the drop fell. The go d 
Priest remonstrated with him, when he seem 
ed to be somewhat r.lleeted, and advanced 
on the platform without much hesitation or 
apparent fear. Since the condemnation oi 
those men, the Rev. Father McGruicKea has 
been unwearied in his efforts to prepare 
them lo meet their awful doom, vieiling 
them every day two or throe limes, and re- 
maining tho whole night before the execution 
in coo'tant prayer with them, and long after 
tho departure of the crowd that good man 
cor Id be seen bending over the dead, read- 
ing tho last solemn surviecj of his church. 

aorERNon betmoub. 
arrived hare lale on the evening ol tho 7ih 
accompanied by Capt. Ball, Capt. Porcher, 
Mr. Trutch, Mr Bashby and othors, and left 
again at 5 o'clock tho morning ol the lOih 
Ho visited none of tho outside creeks, and 
was only once away from Richfield during 
his slay, and then only as lar as Barker villo 
where ho inspected tho public Library, 
Hospital and Bedrockidrain, the lat'.er a 
public work in which he seemed to manifest 
c nsiderablo interest. The people had not 
time to meet him as thoy had intended, and are 
sorely puzzled to guess the meaning of hia 
hasty flight, but his friends account lor it by 
Baying that it was necessary for him to 
return to Victoria, convene the Council, at.d 
devise some moans by which the Urouso 
Creek disputomay be settled. 

THE CANADIAN' COMPANY. 

On tlio Dili, nine of tho principal men of tho 
above company, through tho Governor's 
rdvice, were lequcsted, (this is tho only term 
which can bo used) by Commissioner Ball 
to meet him at tho Court-houBO, for what 
purpose they wero not informed, On their 
anival they woro arraigned for disobeying 
an on'er of Court, mado on tho 14th July 
lubt, found guilty und sentenced to throo 
months' imprisonment ench, Tho first sen- 
tenced, Mr Grunt, wont peaceably to jail with 
tho constable, but tbo remaining oight posi- 
tively refasad in open Courl, and deliod the 
Judge to carry out the sentence, In this 
dilemma, Mr Ball found himself unable to 



accomplish anything with the foroe at his 
command, and retired to consult again with 
tho Governor, requesting tho rebels to remain 
in Court until his roturn, whioh, to use the 
worth of some of them, thoy consented to do, 
providing he would not keep them too long 
waiting. The Governor Bent a messenger for 
Mr Booth, und, it is said, that gentleman 
wan asked to request tho boys to go to jail 
until Sunday tho 11th, when they would 
be putdoned by His Excellency. It was 
only to uphold tho law, nnd not have it ridi- 
culed in this manner that these proceedings 
wore taken at all. Tho Governor's wish was 
made kuowu to thorn, Mr Booth using hia 
influence to have them comply. At first they 
stubbornly declined and not unlil a large 
number of friends and outsiders pressed and 
remonstrated with them, did they bring 
themselves to humble even to tho ropresen" 
tative ol royalty. During this Blate of things 
it was ovident she Governor was sorely per- 
plexed, as ho kept pacing back and forth in 
tho square adjoining tho Court-bouse, and no 
doubt this incident hastened his departure, 
he petbaps imagining tho whole Grouse 
Creek difficulty at un end, or it may bo bo 
earns to the conclusion a further stay here 
would not mend mailers, believing as he 
must believe tho boys to bo an ungovernable 
set. He left an order lor their release from 
custody rn Sunday, and it is said a reheating 
of the whole case will shortly be had by his 
orders, but of course this is an assertion for 
the truth of which I cannol vouch. 

Thus mutters staud in " Peaceful-Law* 
abiding Cariboo," to the disgruco of British 
people and British institutions, Irom which 
you must perceive we have a Government 
only in name, a thing in fact, to bo laughed 
at and scorned ; an old rusty machine whose 
engineers are incapable of keeping it in 
order. Governor Seymour lust visit to this 
place had better never been mado ; sorno 
piiy, but 'lie great majority blame him, ond 
ridicule hia pretentions as tho Governor of 
a Colony gioauing wiih tho weight of a 
heavy d.bt, labouring under great and 
grievious difficulties, aud whose population is 
made up from people of almost every 
country. 

THE UKD-ROCK DRAIN, 

is progressing slowly under the managoment 
of the ne"> directTP. Few claims will bene" 
(it by it tho present season, allhough hopes 
are entertained that the ground between the 
Caledonia company and the upper end of 
Barkerville can be worked during tho full 
and winter. 

Many of tho claims on the creek below the 
Cjliou have proved almost hopoless failures, 
although their owners at tho commencement 
of lust spring entertained tho most sanguine 
expectations, and very few can be said to 
be paying over expenses on tho average. 
The miners above Richfield aro having their 
rewurd for their summer's ground sluicing. 
The Cornish, McLaren, Brouse, Dutch Bill, 
Six-Toed- Pete and othor companies are pay- 
ing hundsorne dividends to their owners. It 
is useloss, however, to deny the fact that the 
mines on this creek are fast becom- 
ing drained of their wealth- and the 
sooner people rflalizetho truth tho bet 
ter for the country and themselves. Their 
attention must bo diverted to prospect 
ing in other localities, where there is moro 
likelihood of the success always attending 
tho efforts of tbo determined, honest miner 
A great deal of time is thrown away here by 
men lounging arouud bar-rooms, waiting for 
something to turn up, swoariug at bad times 
und worse fortune, darntiiug the country and 
thoso who found it, which if direelod to use- 
ful pursuits might bo of much benefit lo the 
Colony r.t large and themselves in particular 
True, roost of those men are without the 
maaus to purchase an outfit. The traders 
will not trust, and Government has made no 
provision in the 'Estimaios' for the fitting 
nut of prospecting expeditious. It is lo bo 
regretled the Governor did not give this mat- 
ter his serious nttontion during his flying 
visit to this place. It would havo encour- 
aged those who huvo spent all their avail- 
aVo moans to still further persevere, and 
allay much of the ill feeling and discontent in 
the minds of our people. 

MOSQUITO GULCH, 

eight inilt-g down William Creek from Bar- 
kervillo, is likely to give employment to a 
great many n'en far yeurs to como. Tho 
miners, nearly all, are doing well, some com- 
panies making as much as an ounce and 
^20 a day to tho hand, while those who have 
not y.'t found bed-rock hold their oluims at 
pretty bigli figures. The highly satisfactory 
results Irom this gulch may bo atiribuied to 
the caving of the bed-rock drain, as the 
ohiof men of the place are those who were 
thrown out of employment by the stopping 
of that worthless institution. If now some 
ucloreeen circumstance, the freshet lor in- 
StaOce, should sweep lhat olhor great hum- 
bag, the Bed-roek flume, completely out of 
cvi lence, William Creek would yet look 
up somewhat, and at least two hundred men 
would find profitable employment for many 
seasons to come.

The United Company havo spent over &8000 
looking for the lost lend, and as yet with but 
poor chnncs of success. Considerable pros- 
pecting is being carried on in tho Road, 
Hood, Home Siulte and oilier claims. Some 
of these claims could now be had cheap, for 
which large urnouuls wero offered and re» 
fused io the spring.

Cheap Gam.— In view of ilio agitation 
aiming at a rctlnction of the gap rates that is 
goina; on here, the following iturn ia of in- 
terest: — "A late number of the Buffalo 
Commercial Advertiser has an article on 
' Petroleo-calcium pa?.' This gag is pro- 
duced from the residuum of petroleum wilb 
calcium, the metallic base of lime. As yet 
tlioro are only two places where it is in U9c 
— the St Nicholas Hotel, New York, and the 
brewery of Messrs. Riley, fclobba & Hames 
at Wheeling, West Virginia. A petroleo- 
calcium gas company has been formed in the 
last nametl cilj, and we aro told that the 
apparatus for the manafactiire of this gas 
can bo attached to any gas works i.ow in 
operation without stopping or cooling down 
tho furnace, rtt a cost ranging from ono hun- 
dretl to one hundred and fifty dollars, ac- 
cording to capacity, and it only requires a 
few hours to apply it. At the St. Nicholas 
gus works there are three retorts in opera- 
tion, 8 1-2 by 11 inches and six feet long, 
attended by one man in tho day time, and 
one man in tho night, with a superintendent. 
They manufacture 833,000 feet of gas per 
month Irom oil residuum and lime water. 



The Murders on Hornby Island, — 
From tho meagre accounts received of the 
frighlfol shooting affray on Hornby Island, 
above Nanaimo, we gleao tho following : 
Three white men came to tho island with 
whisky from Victoria, and commonoed 
selling it to a band of Nanaimo In Jians who 
were buiiticg for tlecr. A quarrel arose be- 
tween the vendors and their customers, and 
one ol the white men drew a pistol, w 1 Tn he 
was at onoe shot in the throat by o. o ho 
hunters and killed instantly. The tw„ re- 
maining whiles then drew revolvers and fired 
at tho Indiana, killing the slayer of their 
comrade and a chief instantly, and severely 
wounding several olhcrs. They were fired at 
again by tho Indiana as they reached their 
canoe, and ono of thorn wounded. The other 
succeeded in getting his wounded comrade 
into the canoo, and'paddied oil' The names 
of none oT the mcu aro known. The three 
dead bodies were takon to Nanaimo for in- 
quest; two Indians are in custody, and the 
ollicsrs are searching for ihe two whites. 

Leech River— '* It. II. J.," our correspond, 
ent at the Leech diggings, sends ua a lew 
items. The dam at tho head of the now 
ditch is in a leaky stale and the water car- 
ried through it is insufficient in quantity to 
supply the few companies that are anxious 
to receive it, while the water in tho river is 
too high to admit of the bed of the stream 
being worked. Considerable gold continues 
to be taken out by a few minors. At Devil's 
Grip' the two companies previously inon- 
tionetl are doing well. The company at 
Work on Frederick liar are making $6 and 
S3 pur day to the baud. Flour on the creek 
is selling at .S3 50 per sack ; bacon, three 
pounds for $1 ; Bllgar and rice, SI per pound ; 
fresh biof retails at 15 cents.

As (Toole Sam is not over- 
burdened with cash, there is no doubt ho 
will be very glad to put with the most un» 
productive portion of his vast domain. 
Maine is of no use, in fact, is a " Gourco of 
expense'' to the United Slates ever since the 
Maritime Provinces look to building ships 
for the commerce of the world.
